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Villainy in the Name of Religion. 

Rev. Henry Newman Wright,pastor 
of tho Independent Church at Nortu- 
ville, Long Island, is in trouble. The 
Trustees engaged bim some timo ngo, 
but became dissatisfied with bim and 
gave him notices to cjuifc. He refused 
to go, and the. Trustees gave him 
notice that ho would bo excluded from 
the pulpit. Issue was therefore join- 
ed, and both sidea were determined to 
have tho upper hand. Ou tho suc- 
ceeding Sunday Mr. Wright preached 
to a congregation of curiosity-seekers, 
having obtained an entrance to the 
church several hours before the Trus- 
tees pot in an appearance. On tbo 
next Sunday, however, the Trustees 
were masters of the situation. The 
night previous, word was sent round 
that Kov. Mr. Wright and his friends 
would break down the doors of tho 
church if refused admittance. The 
Trustees and their friends wished it to 
be understood that some heads might 
be broken if force was attempted. A 
large crowd collected early in the 
morniDg, and were well pleased with 
the subsequent performance. When 
Mr. Wright and bis friends went up 
to force tho doors, tho Trustees and 
their body guard pulled them down. 
When the Trustees were at the doors, 
Mr. Wright and his backers dragged 
them down. It was ludicrous in the 
extreme The Trustees came off the 
victors. Last Sunday there was a 
stormy timo in the church, and the 
village was excited all day over the 
difficulty. Sheriff Smith and a posse 
of deputies preserved order and dis- 
persed the contending parties. All of 
Monday tho excitement coutinued. At 
about 11 o'clock tho church was fired 
and burned to tho ground. Tho con- 
tract price for its erection was $6,000, 
and about $1,000 had been expended 
in improving it since. At the timo that 
the fire was raging in tho church per- 
sons who were running to tho scene 
past the residence of Mr. Wright dis- 
covered tiro under his stoop, and but 
for this no doubt the paisouago would 
have been reduced to ashes ulso. Each 
side charges the crime upon the other. 
The church was fired in several places 
on the inside, and holes were bored 
in the lloor to give it ventilation. 

A. Bold Clergyman. — Dr. Jowett, tho 
head-master of Baliol, the cleverest of 
tho Oxford colleges.is veryiadependant 
in feeling, paying very little deference 
to the magnates of bis church. Mr. 
M. D. Conway says in tho Cincinatti 
"Commercial" that some dismay vas 
caused by his having Mr. and M s. 
Lowes (George Eliot) as his guests at 
Oxford; but dismay would bo a feeble 
word to express tho feeling aroused by 
an incident which occurred on the 
Sunday during which tho two famous 
heretics stayed there. On that Sun- 
day Lowes and bis wife went to hoar 
their host. Jowett had gono on before 
them, and ho was just ascending to tho 
pulpit when he saw his guests enter 
the door. Tho church was crowded, 
and the guests were vainly looking for 
Beats. Jowett beckoned thorn to ad- 
Yanco, and they did so very timidly, 
not being much used to churches. 
They supposed seats would bo found 
among the Dons and solemn folk, but 
there were none; meanwhile Jowett 
Still beckoned, they shyly advancing, 
when they were presently established 
on each Bide of tho communion table, 
in the high-backed chairs usually re- 
served fur Bishops, where they Bat 
fronting tho amazed congregation, and 
hardly nblo to conceal their senso of 
tho novelty of tho situation, until ab- 
sorbed in tho magnificent sermon. 
This may be regarded as tho boldest 
thing over done by un English elegy- 
man. m

EUROPE. 
London, Juno 15— Ex-President Grant 
was presented with the freedom of the 
city of London at Guildhall to-day. About 
800 ladies and gentlemen, including sev- 
eral members of the Government, Ameri- 
can Consuls, merohanta and principal re- 
presentatives of trade and oommerce of 
London, wore invited to meet Iho Gener- 
al. Subsequent to the ceremony the 
gnost-i began to arrive. About half-past 
12 a steady stream of carriages poured 
into Guildball yard. General Grant ar- 
rived at 1 o'olock. Ho was raceived at Iho 
entrance of Guildhall by four alderman 
and six members of the laud committee, 
and was by thorn conducted to the librarj 
where he was received by tho Lord 
Mayor, and took a seat on tho dais ou the 
left of His Worship, who occupied tho 
chair as president of a special court of tho 
common council, at which were assembl- 
ed most of tho members of tho corpora- 
tion, aldermen wearing their scarlet 
robes, and common oounoilmen their 
mazarino gown. A resolution was read 
by the town clerk, and General Grant, 
after an add ross by tho chamberlain, was 
admitted to tho freedom of the city, tho 
cbamberlain extending the right hand of 
fellowship as a citizen of London, which 
was cordially grasped amidst renewed ap- 
plause. General Grant replied iu suit- 
terms, and then subscribed his name to 
tho roll of honorary freemen, which con- 
cluded tho business of the special court. 
Gen. Grant was accompanied by Mrs. 
Grnut ami minister and Mrs. Pierrepont. 
Among tho gentlemen present were Hir 
Stafford Northcoto, chancellor of tho ex- 
chequer, and many members of Parlia- 
ment. The gold casket containing the 
freedom of tho city has an obverse con- 
tra! panel and view of tho capital at 
"Washington, and on tho right, or left are 
a monogram and arms of the Lord Mayor. 
On tho reverse side is a view of tho en- 
trance to Guildhall and an appropriate 
inscription. At tho ends are two figures 
also in gold, finely modeled and chased, 
representing the City of London and tho 
Uuitod States bearing their respective 
shields, tho latter executed in rich ena- 
mel. At tho corners are double columns 
of laurel, wreathod with corn and cotton, 
and on the cover a cornucopia, emblem- 
atical of tho fertility and prosperity of iho 
United States. The rose, Bhamrook and 
thistle are also introduced. Tno cover is 
surmounted by the arms of tho City of 
London. The casket is supported by- 
American eagles, modeled and chased in 
gold, tho whole standing ou velvet plush 
decorated with the stars and stripes. 
Grunt was conducted by tho Lord Mayor 
to Guildhall where an elegant dinner bad 
been provided. After the repast the Lord 
Mayor proposed tho health of tho Queen, 
•which was drank silently with the music 
of "God Save the Queen." Grant's 
health was them proposed amidst tro 
mendons cheering. The Lord Mayor ii 
proposing the health of Grant said: 

I as a chief magistrate of tho City of 
London, a»d on the part of the corpora- 
tion offor you as hearty a welcome us tho 
sincerity of language can convey. Your 
presence hero as latd President of the 
United States is especially gratifying to 
all classes of the community, and wo feel 
that although this is your first visit to 
England it is not a stranger we greet, but 
a true and honored friend. Twice occu- 
pying ns you did tho exalted position of 
President of tho United States, and there- 
fore one of tho foremost representatives 
of that country, wo confer an honor upon 
ourselves by honoring you. Let mo ex- 
pross both tho hope and belief that when 
you tako your departure you will feel that 
many truo friends of yours personally, 
and also of your countrymen havo been 
left behind. I havo tho distinguished 
honor to propose your health, "May you 
long live to enjoy tho boat health and un- 
qualified happiness." Tho healths of 
Pierrepont and the Lord Mayor, and 
toasts to the army and navy, etc., follow- 
ed. Grant left about 1 o'olock accom- 
panied by a deputation. 

London, June 15. — Tho foreign office 
has decided that any British officer iu tho 
service of a power which enters into hos 
tilities against another power with which 
England is at peace must resign cither his 
foreign appointment or commission in the 
British service. 

Tho Canadian pilgrims had an audience 
with the Pope to day and asked his bone- 
diction for their countrymen and people 
of Livorpool and New York, who bad 
given them a friendly reception. The 
pilgrims presented the Pope with a mag- 
nificent mitre covered witli gems, a silver 
vase and $20,000. The Popo expressed 
his joy at tho eacapo of tho pilgrims from 
tho groat perils of their voyage and at tho 
aauny signs of devotion from the country 
where tho faith, after surmounting many 
dangers, still remained strong and vigor- 
ous. Ho concluded by giving his bless- 
ing to the pilgrims. 

Bight Honorable Sir Goorgo Molish, 
Knight, Lord Justice of Appeal iu Chan- 
cery, is dead. 

London-, June 13. — Accounts from 
Tripoli and Bombay btate that an area of 
100 miles has been devastated by locusts.

The Dry Dock. 

Editor Colonist:— You have done good 
service in bringing this subject so promin- 
ently under notice for, unquestionably, 
it is a matter fraught with deep interest 
to tho Province, and ouo that calls for 
prompt attention. I say prompt atten- 
tion, for it would bo tho height of folly 
should it remain in its present unsatisfac- 
tory position. Tho question opened tip 
for this community is, "Shall we, under 
the circumstances, go ou with its con- 
struction, or shall tho enterprise bo aban- 
doned?" 

It would bo well if it wore remembered 
that tho construction of tho dry dock was 
part of u great programme It was asso- 
ciated with confederation and railway in- 
troduction — with iuereaso of tho popula- 
tion and a now future for British Colum- 
bia; and thus assoohited was well placod. 
But it may be well asked, how stands tho 
matter now? 

With our railway "drugging its slow 
length along," and Canada's advance 
shifted to a loan, homing interest, is not 
tho former suppjsod favorable ground 
for its construction, cut from under us, 
ami dry dock prosecution bocomo a very 
dill'ereut matter. 

Let us understand our position. Tho 
dry dock was to bo accomplished by aid 
from tho Dominion and Imperial Gov- 
ernments, and if that aid was insufficient, 
British Columbia would have to supply 
what was wantiugfor its completion. 

Now, admitting that tho S"»00,000 com- 
ing from tho two sources hore mentioned 
would be sufficient for tho purpose, even 
then its prosecution would entail serious 
obligations upon tho Province. With 
Canada's advauco, not a gift; hut a loan 
subject to interest, and with England's 
contribution subject in tho meantime also 
to interest for money borrowed until re- 
paid by her on completion of tho work, 
the Provincial Exchequer would bo sure 
to have to meet during this dry dock con- 
struction somo very inconvenient demands 
for payment of interest. But supposing 
this :>5U(),0()0 here mentioned not sntli 
oient for tho enterprise? suppose it should 
cost half us much again, or even more 
than that, what thon? 

All things considered surely first loss is 
tho best; and better it is that tho cement 
bo sold before it bccomesworthle.se, tho ma- 
chinery bo disposed of and SI, 000 a year 
for storage saved, with other incidental 
expenses, and further prorccntiou of the 
dry dock bo abandoned, than that British 
Columbia, under present unfavorable 
auspices, and indifferent support from 
Dominion and Imperial Government*, 
should saddle herself with tho respousi- 
bility of further prosecution of this eu- 
terprise, which persevered in might moan 
for the Province serious financial embar- 
rasment, leading, maybe, eventually to 
baukru;.toy, or if not bankruptcy what 
would bo equivalent to it— overwhelming 
taxation. \V.K B.

tho prisoner, he had worked for her two 
months at Nanaimo and two or three 
weeks in Victoria; when oho went away 
sho left tho house locked up; on her re- 
turn two doors and tho wardrobe were bro- 
ken open; the blankets were on tho bed. 

Aaron Oldcnberg, being sworn, recog- 
nized the Chinaman as tho ouo who 
brought tho blankets to him on Friday 
last, and on which ho advanced him 81 5U; 
was not certain whether hu gave him a 
ticket or uot; besides the blankets ho had 
also a cotton bed quilt. 

In answer to tho Court, Ah Sam said 
he "no sabby" this man at all. 

The case was remanded until 11 n. m. 
to-day, and a summons issued for Mr. 
Braverman to appear. 

Willis Bond, summoned by Mr. Mc- 
Millan for neglecting to pay his school tax, 
paid to tho Clerk §8 for his personal tax, 
but disputed S3 for u man in his employ. 
Bond delivered a long speech, claiming 
that tho man's name should have been 
obtained. 

Mr. McMillan, in answer to Willis 
Bend, said ho had asked several times for 
this tax, but had been refused; did not 
know the name of the man. 

Mr. McMillan, in answer to tho Court, 
said he did not know whether tho man 
paid tho tax since. 

The Court said that such being tho caso 
it would not bo in accordance with justice 
to pa3S judgment against the defendant. 
The Collector should have prepared a 
list, and by doing so would have obtainod 
the man's name; a", however, such had 
not been dono the Court dismissed the 
latter charge, ordering Willis Bond to pay 
S3, tho costs of his own cato. 

Ono defendant not appearing was order- 
erod to pay the school tax and S3 costs.

CANADA. 

Quehec, Juno 16.— A squad of provin- 
cial police foreo loft hero by train last 
night in response to a requisition for aid 
from Ok i. 

Montreal, Jnno 10. — Tho Commission- 
er of Police at Oka says they aro not thero 
to make arrests, but to protect lifo aud 
property, and will ouly require a guaran- 
tee from the Indians to keep the peace. 
Tho Indians have decided to appeal direct 
to the Dominion Government and demand 
an inquiry iuto thoir cause of grievance. 

Tho Caughnogua Indians aro taking a 
lively interest in tho trouble of thoir 
brethren at oka. 

Tho district Loyal Orange Lodge, 
through its proporly authorized officers, 
call upon Orangemen not to join anybody 
of men who propose to proceed to Oka, 
however much they may sympathise with 
the oppressed Indians, but to await tho 
decisiou of tho Courts 

Oka, via Hudson, Quebec, Juno 0. — The 
Provincial Police arrived at noon and pro- 
ceeded to the Catholic sohoolhouso where 
thoir commander has been closeted with 
tho priests. Tho Indians fled to tho 
woods. 

Montreal, June 10.— Not an Indian is 
to be Keen about Oka. They aro said to 
bo Beorolod in the village, armed aud do- 
termiued to resist any attempt to arrest 
tiieui. Rev. Mr. Parent, Protestant mis- 
sionary at Oku, is end ivoring to pacify 
tho Indians. Tho police have beon re-, 
iuforoed and an attempt probably will bo 
made to make more arrests to-day. Tho 
cause of burning tho church remains a 
mybtory. All sorts of rumors afo afloat. 

EUROPE. 
New York, Juno 18.— The Herald has 
details of a battle between the Turks aud 
Montenegrins in which the formor though 
greatly superior in numbers were beaten 
and routed, leaving 2000 dead ou tho 
fiold. 

London, Juno 10. — A dispatch dotod 
Shnmhi June 12th says tho attempt to 
cross is hourly expected. There is great 
excitement at Rnstchuk and Shumla. 
There is every appearance of desperate 
lighting shortly. The same correspond- 
ent telegraphs under da to of i'hursday 
that Huhteliuk Is almost empty. Commu- 
nication is liable to bo out off sod news- 
paper correspondents aro warned to leave 
at a moment's notice, 
The Danube is rapidly subsiding. 
Private letters from tho Danube state 
that tlio Russians aro oxtremely busy 
constructing bridges uud repairing roads 
so as to secure tho utmost facility of move- 
ment when Iho dooiBivo moment arrives. 



EUROPE. 

New York, June 17. — Tho Herald's 
London special says: No correspondents 
are now allowed to leave tho Russian 
headquarters. Those who aro fortunate 
enough to boat the scene of fighting can- 
not use tho telegraph to send their news 
forward. Grand Duke Nicholas has shut 
off every aven uu by which intelligence of 
tho forth-coming groat movement of his 
army can get abroad. Railroads, po:-.t- 
rouda, telegraph lines and oven mail- bags 
aro under his censorship, 

Constantinople, Juno 10.— A fresh 
corps oi 20,000 cavalry is being formed. 

A Court has boon constituted for tho 
trial of Nourio Pasha for embezzling G0,- 
(100 Turkish pounds, also for trial of 
Kemal Bey arrested aflor Midhat Pasha's 
fall. 

In Syria it is stated that tho Turkish 
authorities are watching Iho Christian 
party leaders at Spragea, some of whom 
favor an English protectorate for Croto to 
beoome self-go\erning. Arrests are ex- 
pected. 

The Tribunes London special says a 
correspondent in Constantinople writes 
that it is by no means certain that treach- 
ery has not much to do with the bad poi- 
formanco of the Turkish army in Asia, 
aud those who have heou at Erzoroum 
and Ardahan can only account for tho in- 
sufficient fortifications of theso places by 
tho theory that tho coveted Russian gold 
is at work. Thoy assert that muuy Tur- 
kish Hold officers have been heavily brib- 
ed. Things aro even worse at Constanti- 
nople and it is Baid both Mahmoud, Dah- 
raond and Redif have beun bought by 
Muscovites and that they will get large 
sums when a peace udvautageous to Rus- 
sia is concluded. 

London, Juuo 1G. — Tho Czar received 
Priuco Milan at Ploiesti. Tho Prince 
then returned to Bucharest. Tho Ozar 
has summoned Grand Duke Alexis to tho 
headquarters of tho army. Tho Bey of 
Tunis has seut a letter to the Sultan apol- 
ogizing for his inability to send the mili- 
tary contingent, but piomiaes to furnish 
niouoy. 

Intelligence received at Constantinople 
represents that the position of tho Turk- 
ish army in Asia has impioved and that 
the Turks aro prepairiug to assume the 
offensive. The Russians suffered heavy 
losses before Kara. 

London. Juno 17. — As regards the Eu- 
ropean seat of war the principal point 
worthy of remark has beeu tho extraor- 
dinary stringency of tho precautions tak- 
en by the Russians to prevent anything 
transpiring relative to their operations. 
Although war correspondents in Ron- 
mania number 220 not ono has boen ablo 
to give any information or an opinion as 
to whore tbo Russians intend to cross the 
Danube, This secrecy, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the issue of decrees for a now 
loan and largo additions to the army, is 
interpreted by some, saemiogly with good 
reasons, as a sign that Russia no longer 
hesitates and important eventsmay bo ex- 
pected us isoon as tho Danube, which is 
falling is in condition to permit opora- 
tions. Under theso circumstances opin- 
ions relative to the locality of the advance 
must bo formed from indications obsorva 
bio from the southern bank of the 
Danube. Theso observations seem to in- 
dicate some spot near Nikopolis us tho 
place where the most Ferions effort will 
bo made. Tho Russians aro making a 
concentration of troops at the mouth of 
tho rivers Bode aud Aluta across which 
thoy have thrown bridges. There is 
scarcely a doubt that troops concentrat- 
ed between theso two rivers form the 
operating army. It seems as though tho 
Russians would make an attempt to cross 
at this part of Iho river whilst energeti- 
cally engaging Rnstchuk with heavy ar- 
tillery. This latter conclusion is sub- 
verted by tho arrival of a good quantity 
of heavy artillery, especially mortars, at 
Giurgevo and tho fact that tho Russians 
have occupied tho island of Stokan oppo- 
site tho town and aro establishing bat- 
teries thoro despite the Turkish fire. Tho 
Turks also think that tho passage will be 
attempted in force between Nikopolis and 
Systoval and have considerably reinforc- 
ed the camps and garrisons at both theso 
plaeos. 

In Asia the principal feature this week 
has beon tho partial withdrawal of the 
Russian right wing and tho closer invest- 
ment of Kara and Batonm. The total 
Russian forces available for active opera- 
tions in Asia Minor is about 140,000. Of 
those, 40,000 are around Kars, 30,(100 be- 
tween Kars and Batonm and 30,000 be- 
tween Kars and the lino of Bayazid and 
Toprak-kalih, thus leaving about 40,000 
for tho center against Mukhtar Pasha's 
40,000 iu a strong position. Theso figures 
show that the Russians havo no men to 
spate if they intend to keep the country 
thoy have so far occupied. 

Tho Moscow Gazetlt significantly ro- 
marks: "Whou wo have seoured the freo- 
dom of the Solavs and question of materi- 
al compensation arises tho incorporation 
of Armenia with Russia will probably be 
decided as much on Armenia as Russian 
interests." Both combatants have boon 
roinforocd during tho week, tho Russian 
loft wing having received reinforcements 
which aro supposed to havo traversed 
Porsian territory in order to roach thoir 
distination. 

London, Juno 17.— A special from Ber- 
lin says tho Ozar is not well in conse- 
quence of tho unhealthy climate of Ron- 
mania, and will shortly return to Kieff, 
where preparations aro already being 
made to receive bim. 

Groat inundations on tho Don and 
Dnieper are reported from Russia. 

Constantino 1 ' 1 ' 1 '! Athens, June 17, — 
Thei'O has besn a dangerous outbreak of 
from 15,000 to 20,000 mounted Arabs in 
tho district between Damascus and Alep- 
po. Tho country is almoft denuded of 
troopB. Tho governor of Syria has tele- 
graphed for assistance. Until it roaches 
him the district will probably bo given 
up to plunder.
